MEMORANDUM TO; 
THE HEADS OF ALL FEDERAL DEPARTMENTS, AGENCIES, — 
AND INDEPENDENT COMMISSIONS 


The General Services Administration has adopted a policy to include a 
facilities nondiscrimination clause in government leases, This policy 

was adopted because Negro Federal employees and Negroes doing business 
with the Federal government in some portions of the country could not use the 
eating facilities located in buildings where the government leased office 
space. Under this new policy, leases will not be executed or renewed 

unless all facilities of a public nature in the building are available on a 
nondiscriminatory basis, 


Your cooperation in the implementation of this policy is requested in 
two respects: 


l, It may be necessary to relocate some field offices or to 
select alternate available space where lessors or prospective lessors refuse 
to adopt a nondiscriminatory policy, The General Services Administration 
is prepared under these circumstances to locate suitable alternate space. 
The full cooperation of the departments and eee at this point is essential 
to the success of the GSA policy. 


@. In accord with prior discussions at subcabinet meetings, it is 
recommended that if your agency exercises independent rental authority, you 
adopt a policy similar to that promulgated by the General Services 
Administration in order to insure a uniform Federal procedure, Please 
report on the policy adopted.
